Road Program Is Disclosed, 
$204,304 Road Tax Possible 
Marin supervisors today adopted a preliminary budget call­ 
ing for county expenditures of }4,807,182 during the fiscal year 
just beginning. 
Under the preliminary schedule, property owners will be 
taxed to the extent of $1.733,946, necessitating a sharp rise in 
the county property tax rate. 
The preliminary grand total includes $607,702 for county 
road maintenance, administration^ 
and construction. Only $403,397 is 
expected in the form of state gis 
tax funds, leaving $204.304 to be 
collected in property Mxes spe­ 
cifically for road purposes.

HCLLYWOOD W —‘The morale 
of our men in Korea is terrific,” re­ 
ports Jack Benny, returned this 
week from entertaining troops in 
the front lines. 
"They know what they’re fight­ 
ing for," added the fiddle-hacking 
comedian. "Naturally, they want 
peace. But they want the right kind 
of peace, and they’re willing to 
continue fighting until they get it. 
"The one thing that nearly every 
one of them asks^ls: ‘Bo üie people 
back home know there’s a war on?' 
I told them, 'you’re darned right 
they do’." 
In his six weeks absence from 
Hollywood, Benny figures he trav­ 
eled between 35,(XW and 30,000 miles 
with his entertainment troupe. They 
played before troops and wounded 
veterans in Hawaii, Japan, Okinawa 
and throughout Korea. It was a 
thorough job. Viriually every pos­ 
sible audience of UB. soldiers in 
the Orient was reached, with one 
exception. That was a group at 
Pusan who could not be reached be­ 
cause of bad landing conditions for 
aircraft. 
"It was the toughest tour 1 ever 
made," said Benny, who made ñve 
world-wide Joumeyt to entertain 
troops In World War n. "But also 
it was the most satisfying. I think 
we did the best job possible. Not 
only did we reach every audience 
we could, but we gave all the time 
possible to the other things that 
are Important—poelng for pictures 
with the OI.’s, signing autographs, 
talking and eating wltíi the boys.”

SX). (fl*>-When 
a guest departs, he usually drops 
his host a bread-and-butter note. 
And on leaving 6outh Dakota, 
I’d like to write a thank-you note 
.to a state where I*ve had a world 
of fun and good food. The main 
thing South Dakotans complain 
about is that the rest of America 
doesn’t seem to know what they’ve 
got out there in "the land of in­ 
finite variety.** 
"Maybe you’d better start off 
your article by pointing out that 
South Dakota is one of the 48 
states,** an editor remarked dryly. 
WHAT DO THEY HAVE out 
here,* where the deer and the ante­ 
lope played and the buffalo roam­ 
ed? Well, you can still find buf­ 
falo, deer and antelope—and some 
of the nation’s greatest Indian 
reservations. 
‘ 
They’ve got 10 galloh hats, ear- 
to-ear grins, and a mile-deep gold 
mine. They’ve got endless miles of 
waving com and wheat, and roll­ 
ing oceans of grass studded with 
fattening herds of cattle, they’ve 
got dinosaur tracks in stone. Apd 
not far away they’ve gdt a big 
B-SO airbase, where modem mon­ 
sters of the sky fise to guard our 
northern frontiers. 


South Dakota is a mixture of 
the old west and the new west.

The Thrill That Comes Once In A Lifetime 


Several years ago a few Sioux 
tiYaves climbed atop Bear Butte, 
a former Indian signal post, for 
a fast in honor of Manitou that 
lasted several days. When they 
came down, spiritually exultant 
but physically starved, a white 
man asked what they’d like to eat 
first. 
* 
"Ice cream," gfunted the first 
brave. 
- The Black Hills are free of 
snakes, and Potato Creek Johnnf, 
an old prospector, used to tell why. 
He said all the snakes in the-hills 
once attended 'a convention and 
decided to hold a sun dance. As 
they were circling, one lazy snake 
caught on to the taU of the snake 
ahead in order to get a free ride. 
Soon all had done the same thing. 
"Then they got hungry and be­ 
gan to swallow," Johnny said. "The 
more they swallowed the smaller 
the circle got. PinaUy they^ aU Just 
swallowed each other up—and the 
circle disappeared." 
And there hasn’t been a snake in 
the Black Hills since. 
THE BADLANDS, WHERE the 
morning sun flickers in brilliant 
colors on stones eroded in fan­ 
tastic shapes by wind and rain, are 
like you would Imagine the. sur­ 
face of the moon to be. Some one 
in our car asked what I thought 
they resembled. *‘Like my bedroom 
on an average momiiw," I replied 
absentmlndedly. 
"Oh, they do." Said my wife, 
Frances. And after that there was 
silence In the'car for several miles. 
We rode across the surging prai­ 
rie, huge waves of eternal grass, 
great green factories for the Here­ 
ford flesh that feeds the cities. 
And then came the deep sweet 
fields of the Sioux river valley, 
lush with oats and com ripening 
toward harvest 
Fifteen years ago these tremen­ 
dous acres had b^n sunburned 
into "the dust bowl," and the land 
sickened. But then the years of 
the rains came, and the land 
healed itself and the tired people 
who had stuck stubbornly with it. 
Today South Dakota Is tanned, 
healthy, and ha{g}y*-«nd has a 
cash balance in the state treasury. 
Yes, thefvB got everything out 
here. Everything except a subway. 
To a *city boy that’s one of the 
nicest things about South Dakota. 
It takes people with a real sense 
of values to refrain from building 
subways. 


Even admitting that we live in 
a period in which to an excep­ 
tional degree new conditions 
change (dd rules. It nevertheless 
remains close to a certainty that 
Mr. Truman can get the presi­ 
dential nomination next year if 
he decides that be wants it. What 
goes on in Mr. Truman’s mind is 
the decisive factor. 
Within the party there is hostility 
to him of a kind and degree which 
in 1952 would normally express it­ 
self in opposition to nominating 
him. But so was there opposition 
to nominating him in 1948. Pre­ 
ceding his nomination at the dem­ 
ocratic national convention, lead- 
•ers of his party made public state­ 
ments which amounted to declar­ 
ations that they did not want him. 
The statements reflected both 
wings of the party. 
Old guard democratic leader 
Prank Hague of Jersey City de­ 
clared starkly that "Every leader 
I conferred with has informed me 
that if President Truman is the 
candidate it means landslide on 
the republican side." To the same 
effect a group of liberals, Ameri­ 
cans for Democratic Action, issued 
a formal statement that "there is 
so little public enthusiasm for the 
Truman administration that the 
democratic party would face a 
very difficult ilphill light if he 
were nominated." 
MR. TRUMAN, AS HE considers 
whether to run next year, un­ 
doubtedly remembers all that and 
remembers that in spite of it he 
got the nomination. Being a self- 
confident person he may assume 
that hcggot it by his own efforts- 
But the only effort on his part 
that counted materially was his 
declaration that he wanted It. 
Once he had gone after it, the 
party leaders could hardly help 
letting him have it. Had they 
nominated s^meone else the party 
would have been in the position of 
dcnjdng endorsement of the record 
which a president of their party 
had made. They would have been 
saying Jo voters in effect, "wc 
have done badly with the president 
of our party now in office, but 
we have made a change and are 
now asking for another chance 
with a different candidate." That 
Just wouldn’t be practicable. 
Whet it all amounts to is that 
any president in office can get 
anoáier nomination if he wants 
one.However there are other things 
Mr. Truman can remember as rea­ 
sons for self-confidence. He won 
the election, won it under handi­ 
caps which so far do^not appear 
likely to exist next year. In the 
1948 campaign there were two 
third parties that took large num­ 


bers of votes from Mr. Truman. 
One was the states' rights party, 
the so-called “Dixlecrats," which 
carried southern states that other­ 
wise Mr. Tnunan would undoubt­ 
edly have carried. Whüe southern 
democratic leaders, conspicuously 
^n. Byrd of Virginia, have made 
statements strongly condemning 
Mr. Truman’s administration, and 
while there is much anti-Truman 
sentiment in the south, there is 
not at this stage any organized 
movement that definitely portends 
a southern third party may not 
in 1952. (This is not to say 
yet develop before the 1953 Demo­ 
cratic National Convention or as 
a result of developments within 
that convention.) 
In addition to the states* rights 
party Mr. Truman in 1948 ñad the 
opposition of Mr. Henry A. Wal­ 
lace’s Progressive party, the great 
bulk of whose votes were* «mea 
which otherwise would almost cer­ 
tainly have gone to Mr. Truman. 
Today there is no Wallace third 
party and no apparent likelihood 
of one. 
Mr. Truman’s 1948 victory Is a 
valid reason for self-confidence as 
respects 1953. His victory was due 
in part to the aggressiveness of 
his campaigning. Remembering 
that, he is the more likely to tend 
toward the aggressive couise as 
he decides whether or not to run 
next year. Much of Mr. Truman’s 
psychology could be compressed 
into a phrasi "111 show ’em.” So 
far as prudence or caution or re­ 
straint have a place in Mr. Tru­ 
man’s temperament, they should 
suggest the difference between 
conditions as Ihey were then and 
conditions as they are now or may 
be by the 1952 electiGn. 
SINCE 1948 THERE has come 
war and the threat of more. What 
will be the status of war and peace 
by the time of the 195,3 election no 
one can foresee. Optimism on the 
part of Mr. Truman could lead him 
to assume that there will be prog-’ 
ress toward world peace and that 
this would help Mm. Similarly, no 
one can foretell what will be the 
status of inflation by the time of 
the 1952 election. 
Any speculation about the 1952 
election, whether by Mr. Truman 
or anyone else, should include the 
possibility of & deep and wide^ 
spread change in the mind of the 
electorate. Large numbers of voters 
who supported Mií Truman in 1948 
may have come to doubt whether 
they were wise. During the term 
to which they elected him they 
have seen the coming of war and 
of Increased inflation. And they 
may feel that the head of govern­ 
ment must bear some responsibil­ 
ity for these developments.

Korea Truice May Bring 
U. S. Preparedness Closer 
By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK (/Ph^The govcm- 
meiit is extending its controls this 
fall over civilly as well as defense 
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use of steel, copper and aluminum. 
Its aini' is to see that civilian 
goods shortages don’t become acute 
next winter. To that end, It will 
hand out almost every pound of 
the metals. 
The defense production adminis­ 
tration hopes ill time to end the 
present wlli^ scramble for these 
basic metals, which It says has 
been brought aboRit In part by 
some manufactu|:ers asking for a 
lot more metal than they need fof. 
defense work. 
BUT SOME INDUSTRY spokes­ 
men predict the confusion in the 
metals maikets will be even worse 
for the rest of this year, while 
civilian industry switches over 
from the present "free market" to 
one where the government parcels 
out the metal needed for more 
than 4,000 products — everything 
from nuts and bolts to automobile 
bodies. 
Some in the metals industry be­ 
lieve that by ttie first of the year 
the controlled materials plan can 
be working smoot^, 1f .it is ap­ 
plied to all users-^ the govern­ 
ment says it will start doing in 
October. 
‘' 
Under this plan, the makers of 
steel, copper and aluminum hope, 
each manufacturer of civilian' 
goods will be getting his fair share 
of the metals, and makers of de­ 
fense goods will be getting all they 
need. The plan is rougMy comper- 
able to that used durhig World 
War n, except that civilian goods 
makers will be getting a much 
larger share this time. 
THE NEED FOR CONTROL, 
over the supply of steel, copper 
and aluminum is widely accepted 
in the industries involved. Othei’- 
wise the r^prmament ^progiim 
could not be carried out effectively. 
The dispute between some in in­ 
dustry and some in government is 
over how the metals are being al- 
lotted--not the need for allotting 
them.

Still busy explaining the newes 
g o v e r n m e n t construction order 
M-4A issued Aug. 3), National 
Production AuthOTlty (NPA) of­ 
ficials emphasised anew today what 
does and doesn’t do. 
NO BARRIEB TO START 
The main thing 4hat it doesn’t do 
insofar as home building is con­ 
cerned is to put any barrier in the 
way of starting comtnicticm. 
And the main thing that It does 
I is to fix rigid limits on the 
quantities of scarce metals that may 
used without speciñc authoriza- 
on after Sept. 30. 
If more metals will be needed 
han the allowable limits, an au- 
loriiaiion and allotment of the 
materials must be obtained now. 
But for the home builder who has 
the materials or has them promised 
—all but small quantities, that is— 
nothing has to be done. 
Just go ahead and start building. 
The M-4A order set off all kinds 
of confusloa as to what it meant 
to home building. Part of it, at 
least, resulted from the Isck of a 
clear-cut explanation when it was 
issued. 
BARRAGE OF QUESTIONS 
This has resulted in a barrage of 
questions which now tre being 
cleared up as rapidly ^as possible. 
The order places all construction 


under thi NFA’s Controlled Ma­ 
terials Plan (CMP) beginning Oct 
1. But it allows builders *self-au 
thorisation’* tor nnall amounts of 
critieal materials. This means the 
builder can buy within the allow­ 
able limits against availi^le sup­ 
plies without the fomúdity of 
applying lor a specific authorisa- 
tioo. 
Government authority must be 
obtained for any house, whether 
started before or after Sept. 30, 
which cannot be built within the 
”8elf-authorizatioa** limits. 
CONTROVERl^IAL QUESTION 
What kind of a house can be 
built within the allowable limits is 
a matter of debate. Some contend 
a pretty good house can be built. 
Others Insist not much of a house. 
Here are the quantities of con­ 
trolled materials for various types 
of dwelling construction for which 
the ’’self-authorization” procedure 
may be used starting Oct. 1;

Monday's edition of your interesting column, "Along Kfarin 
Sports Trail” contained an item of such importance to our county 
that I hope public opinion will force you to spearhead a drive to 
actually sec this dream realized. The reference, of course, is to 
your article on the need of a Municipal Golf Course. 
This fact has been acknowledged for many years by many 
TOlfers, very many duffers who can't get to Sonoma, Lincoln or 
Harding often enough (my alibi) and a great many non-‘'athletcs 
who are primarily interested in the future development of Marin 
At one time, roughly six years ago, a group of men then active in 
the Marin Junior Chamber of Commerce, after many discussion 
periods, got together a group of local fellows, both golfers anc 
non-golfers in die hope of working out some plan to interest the 
county or a group of subscribeis in providing an 18-hole Munici 
pal Golf Course. 
Locations? 
Many were suggested: just north 
of San Rafael, in the Grecnbrac area, next to the Meadow Club, 
south of Novato, around Corte Madera. The important factor 
is first the need, second the location.

Former ciMsmales of Margsret 
Fofter At TAmmlpAla Higb icbool and 
OaHage of Harin and her othe| 
frien<te are reading with great in* 
tereat her article, *The Other Ko­ 
rea,** which la ptihlished In the Au- 
guat laeue of the magaxine **01aBi-

Peggy, who made her home during 
her high achool and early college 
yeara with hér grandmother, Mra^ 
Carrie Jackson of Ross, was gradu­ 
ated last June fiom Smith College. 
Shi la the only daughter of Mr. and 
Mra. Charles B. Foster. The father, 
a mining engineer, la general su­ 
perintendent of 
Lepante Mines, 
largest copper mine In the Orient, 
which is lao miles north of Manila. 
Mr. and Mrs. Foster, who with Mrs. 
Jackson went Bast for Peggyfs grad­ 
uation, are now visiting here. He 
will return te the Philippines in 
September, Mrs. Foster a little later. 
The young author, who studied 
creative wrlttng at Smith under the 
tutelage of the noted Margaret EUen 
Chase, has achieved a distinctive 
style, an almost lyrical prose form. 
Saplaining that her father’s pro­ 
fession as mining engineer had led 
his family te live in the isolated 
village of Till in Chung in northern 
Korea w h ^ she was a small child| 
Feggy sayH i her article: “My mem­ 
ory takes me teck along the road 
to that village, Éie road from Pyong­ 
yang, Temóte then, but since often 
pientlteied in the newspapers . . . 
1 tieed Si go walkteg there with my 
mother, gnd I know the road as one 
knpws a friend . . . its edges blurred 
b^UUea, thistles and pines: its yel- 
low^^hllt soft underfoot. I recall the 
hidden ravines where there was a 
dark green coolness even in summer, 
and where small Buddhist temples 
grew as naturally as the surround­ 
ing pines.** 
The writer describes the “chibbies 
with squash and red peppers grow­ 
ing on the thatch roofs, explaining: 
**One needs a roof gardCn in Korea, 
for It takes much ground to raise 
enough rice for a family of eight or 
ten, a family thaf often Includes 
grandparents and a few extra aunts 
or oousins.’* She tells of the strange 
jBtlodies of native planting scmgs 
eoming from the riot paodlei, the 
busy market place and of the sol­ 
emn-faced IttUe Took so ni, who 
was her playmate. 
Now the little farmers are no 
longer working in their fields. Peggy 
writea: *Tt is hard to believe that 


Most of iU survivors have joined the 
tragic line of more than two million 
civilians moving south to escape the 
fighting.** 
Peggy remembers the funeral pro­ 
cessions and the mourners dressed 
in white. She concludes “White is 
the color of winter, too. Winter will 


come now, slowly creeping south­ 
ward, pushing the rains before it. 
Natives will sew on their padded 
garments. Rivers now roaring will 
be stilled into ice. And there will be 
those who will freeze to death. The 
poor tom land will wear white, for 
white is the color of mourning.**

This year’s fire season depends* 
partly on the weather, the humidity, 
and the wind, Nelson says, but de­ 
pends mostly upon people. 
He points out that 90 per cent 
of all fires are man made, and 35 
per cent of those are by smokers. 
The opening of deer season Satur­ 
day (Aug. 11) in central and coastal 
counties adds to the hazard, Nelson 
says. 
Another big factor is the big in­ 
crease in timber slash. Slash is the 
residue from logging operations— 
fallen logs and branches. The big 
increase is the result of spirited 
home building and defense produc­ 
tion.

Plentiful garage space is provided 
at the rear of the property where 
the maintenance and storage yards 
were* in years gone by. Since the 
1920’s the supply yards and shops 
have been moved to a site qn San 
Rafael canal. 
Even the five acres recently 
acquired near the Hutchinson quar­ 
ry in Greenbrae where pipe and 
other materials are stored will not 
guarantee adequate space for all 
time, according to Peters. 
“We always have on hand about 
a half million dollars in supplies 
and materials,” Peters said, re­ 
ferring to the ever-growing need 


for "lebensraum" for the district. 
”It always pays us to try to antici­ 
pate the future.” 
Another improvement in efficien­ 
cy was brought about in the big 
upstairs drafting room where there 
are now; dozens of feet of new 
flourescent “ghtiag tubes.

“The San Anselmo supervisor revealed he 
had not seen a complete county road finance 
report for two years.

WHAT DO THEY HAVE out 
here, where the deer and the ante­ 
lope played and the buffalo roam­ 
ed? Well, you can still find buf­ 
falo, deer and antelope—and some 
of the nation’s greatest Indian 
reservations. 
They’ve got 16 gallon hats, ear- 
to-ear grim, and a mile-deep gold 
mine.

THE BADLANDS, WHERE the 
morning sun flickers in brilliant 
colors on stones eroded in fan­ 
tastic shapes by wind and rain, are 
like you would imagine the sur­ 
face of the moon to be. Some one 
in our car asked what I thought 
they resembled. “Like my bedroom 
on an average morning,” I replied 
absentmindedly.

Many Who 
Truman In 
Not Do So 


Even admitting that we live in 
a period in which to an excep­ 
tional 
degree 
new 
conditions 
change old rules, it nevertheless 
remains close to a certainty that 
Mr. Truman can get the presi­ 
dential nomination next year if 
he decides that he wants it. What 
goes on in Mr. Truman’s mind is 
the decisive factor. 
Within the party there is hostility 
to him of a kind and degree which 
In 1252 would normally express it­ 
self in opposition to nominating 
him. But so was there opposition 
to nominating him in 1948. Pre­ 
ceding his nomination at the dem­ 
ocratic national convention, lead- 
*ers of his party made public state­ 
ments which amounted to declar­ 
ations that they did not want him. 
The 
statements reflected both 
wings of the party. 
Old guard democratic leader 
Frank Hague of Jersey City de­ 
clared starkly that ‘’Every leader 
I conferred with has informed me 
that if President Truman is the 
candidate it means landslide on 
the republican side.“ To the same 
effect a group of liberals, Ameri­ 
cans for Democratic Action, issued 
a forma! statement that "there is 
so little public enthusiasm for the 
Truman administration that the 
democratic party would face a 
very difficult Uphill fight if he 
were nominated.” 


MR. TRUMAN, AS HE considers 
whether to run next year, un­ 
doubtedly remembers all that and 
remembers that in spite of it he 
got the nomination. Being a self- 
confident person he may assume 
that he got it by his own efforts. 
But the only effort on his part 
that counted materially was his 
declaration that he wanted it. 
Once he had gone after it, the 
party leaders could hardly help 
letting him have it. Had they 
nominated someone else the party 
would have been in the position of 
denying endorsement of the record 
which a president of their party 
had made. Diey would have been 
saying to voters in effect, "we 
have done badly with the president 
of our party now in office, but 
we have made a change and are 
now asking for another chance 
with a different candidate." That 
just wouldn’t be practicable. 
What it all amounts to is that 
any president in office can get 
ano&er nomination if he wants 
one. 
However there are other things 
Mr. Truman can remember as rea­ 
sons for self-confidence. He won 
the election, won it under handi­ 
caps which so far do not appear 
likely to exist next year. In the 
1948 campaign there were two 
third parties that took large num- 
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bers of votes from Mr. Truman. 
One was the states’ rights party, 
the so-called "Dixiecrats," which 
carried southern states that other­ 
wise Mr. Truman would undoubt- 
wily have carried. While southern 
democratic leaders, conspicuously 
Sen. Byrd of Virginia, have made 
statements strongly condemning 
Mr. Truman’s administration, and 
while there is much anti-Truman 
sentiment in the south, there is 
not at this stage any organized 
movement that definitely portends 
a southern third party may not 
in 1952. (This is not to say 
yet develop before the 1952 Demo­ 
cratic National Convention or as 
a result of developments within 
that convention.) 
In addition to the states’ rights 
party Mr. Truman in 1948 had the 
opposition of Mr. Henry A. Wal­ 
lace’s Progressive party, the great 
bulk of whose votes were ones 
which otherwise would almost cer­ 
tainly have gone to Mr. Truman. 
Today there is no Wallace third 
party and no apparent likelihood 
of one. 
Mr. Truman’s 1948 victory is a 
valid reason for self-confidence as 
respects 1952. His victory was due 
in part to the aggressiveness of 
his 
campaigning. 
Remembering 
that, he is the more likely to tend 
toward the aggressive cousse as 
he decides whether or not to run 
next year. Much of Mr. Truman’s 
psychology could be compressed 
into a phrase "I’ll show 'em.” So 
far as prudence or caution or re­ 
straint have a place in Mr. Tru­ 
man’s temperament, they should 
suggest the difference between 
conditions as Jthey were then and 
conditions as they are now or may 
be by the 1952 election. 


SINCE 1948 THERE has come 
war and the threat of more. What 
will be the status of war and peace 
by the time of the 1952 election no 
one can foresee. Optimism on the 
part of Mr. Truman could lead him 
to assume that there will be prog­ 
ress toward world peace and that 
this would help him. Similarly, no 
one can foretell what will be the 
status of inflation by the time of 
the 1952 election. 
Any speculation about the 1952 
election, whether by Mr. Truman 
or anyone else, should include the 
possibility of a deep and wide^ 
spread change in the mind of the 
electorate. Large numbers of voters 
who supported Mi* Truman in 1948 
may have come to doubt whether 
they were wise. During the term 
to which they elected him they 
have seen the coming of war and 
of increased inflation. And they 
may feel that the head of govern­ 
ment must bear some responsibil­ 
ity for these developments.

Korea Truce May Bring 
U. S. Preparedness Closer

NEW YORK (PP)—The govern­ 
ment is extending its controls this 
fall over civilian as well as defense 
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use of steel, copper and aluminum. 
Its aim is to see that civilian 
goods shortages don’t become acute 
next winter. To that end, it will 
hand out almost every pound of 
the metals. 
The defense production adminis­ 
tration hopes ih time to end the 
present wU<^ scramble for these 
basic metals, which it says has 
been brought abcrtit in part by 
some manufacturers asking for a 
lot more metal than they need foj 
defense work. 


BUT SOME INDUSTRY spokes­ 
men predict the confusion in the 
metals markets will be even worse 
for the rest of this year, while 
civilian 
industry 
switches 
over 
from the present "free market” to 
one where the government parcels 
out the metal needed for more 
than 4,000 products — everything 
from nuts and bolts to automobile 
bodies. 
Some in the metals industry be­ 
lieve that by the first of the year 
the controlled materials plan can 
be working smoothly, if it is ap­ 
plied to all users—as the govern­ 
ment says it win start doing in 
October. 
Under this plan, the makers of 
steel, copper and aluminum hope, 
each 
manufacturer 
of 
civilian 
goods will be getting his fair share 
of the metals, and makers of de­ 
fense goods will be getting all they 
need. The plan is roughly compar­ 
able to that used during World 
War II, except that civilian goods 
makers will be getting a much 
larger share this time. 


THE NEED FOR CONTROL 
over the supply of steel, copper 
and aluminum is widely accepted 
in the industries Involved. Other­ 
wise the rearmament program 
could not be carried out effectively.

The extreme form of this dis­ 
order is seldom seen in the adult, 
but many people suffer from mild

This type 
of condition may often be over­ 
looked. 
LAZY THYROID FREQUENT 
Its frequency is indicated by a 
recent study of 1000 unselected 
patients. Of these, 138 showed evi­ 
dence of lazy thyroid glands. The 
most common symptom in all ¿these

patients was a severe degree of 
fatigue. 
These patients also showed a low 
metabolism rate and responded re­ 
markably to thyroid treatment. The 
metabolic rate is & measure of the 
amount of activity of the tissues 
of the body. It is determined by 
measuring the amount of oxygen 
the body uses, in relation to the 
height, weight and body area, dur­ 
ing a given period of time. The 
test is carried out by means of what 
is known as a basal metabolism 
machine.

Forestry Chief 


Warns Of Fire 


Season Approach 


SACRAMENTO (UJ9—Dewitt Nai­ 
rn Just sits in his office waiting 
for news he hopes never arrive». 
Nelson—California a state forester 
«ays the peak forest fire season 
can start “any day now.” 
Nelson says he doesnt want to 
be an alarmist but that this year’s 
fire season "could be” as bad as 
last year's record breaker. 
"The potentials all there again,” 
Nelson says, 
* 
The 1960 fires burned out 563,400 
acre» doing nearly $10,000,000 dam­ 
age. If the fires had burned a path 
one mile wide, that path would have 
stretched from Sar. Diego to the 
Oregon border. It was the biggest 
acreage in 25 years. 
This year’s fire season depends 
partly on the weather, the humidity, 
and the wind, Nelson says, but de­ 
pends mostly upon people. 
He points out that 90 per cent 
of all fires are man made, and 35 
per cent of those are by smokers. 
The opening of deer season Satur­ 
day (Aug. 11) in central and coastal 
counties adds to the hazard, Nelson 
says. 
Another big factor is the big in­ 
crease in timber slash. Slash is the 
residue from logging operations— 
fallen logs and branches. The big 
increase is the result of spirited 
home building and defense produc­ 
tion. 
Nelson cites Los Angeles, San Ber­ 
nardino, San Diego, Orange, River­ 
side, Ventura, and Santa Barbara 
counties as being especially critical. 
He estimates that eight years of 
sub-normal rainfall in Southern Cal­ 
ifornia is killing 5C per cent of cer­ 
tain b r u s h like Whitethorn and 
Chemise. That leaves dead kindling 
to spark huge fires. 
"If we could get to the smokers 
we’d have half the problem licked,” 
Nelson says. He warns vacationers 
and residents alike to: 
1—Feel burned matches b e f o r e 
dropping them. 
2—Crush out cigarettes in dirt. 
8—Drown, stir, and drown camp­ 
fires a second time before leaving. 
4—Get permits b e f o r e burning 
brush or trash.
